Concluded. 

What  then  is  thetbufc  of  alarm  at  the  pre- 
fent day  ?  Why  are  we  terrifying  our  minds 
•Mi  the*  idea  "  that  mankind  are  about  to 
f«NI  bad;  into  their  former  date  of  barbarity  ?" 
1'  -  we  feai  a  new  fyftem  of  fuperdition  ?  Is 
..  _  ihahle  that  fome  inrdem  Mahomet  will 
agaiaanfe  and  deceive  mankind'  Will  the 
Pi  pe,  tint  .nan  of  fin,  pervert  the  truth  or 
corrupt  the  world  with  his  abominable  doc- 
trines ? 

But  it  is  faid  that  although  ftiperftition  and 
tyranny  do  hot  characterize  the  prefent  age, 
Vet  mankind,  left  to  'reafon  tor  themfelves, 
are  now  iniaruated  with  -(trance  andnovti 
doctrines.  It  has  been  afTertcd,  in  this  afl'eni- 
and  extravagant  fydems  are 
jich  in  their  nature  tend  to 
t  and  every  principle 


djbuted  that  fome  men  are 
error.  This  age  undoubte.Il  v* 
produces  fome  vifinnary  theorids  !  But  wa: 
there  ever  a  time  when  fuch  men  did  net  e.\- 
ift  I  Can  we  expect  all  men  will  think  alike  ? 
If  trtkh  could  be  difcovered  withorit  labor  or 
pains,  if  the  undemanding  coti'd  difcern  the 
agreement  or  dil'cgreement  of  things,  witii 
the  fame  facility  that  the  eye  difcerhs  the 
color  or  motion  of  natural  bodies,  error  and 
divtrlity  of  opinion  would  be  at  an  end.  But 
the  faculties  of  man  are  not  fo  happily  formed. 
It  is  neceffary  to  fearch  for  truth  with  dili- 
gence and  attention.  We  mult  examine  va- 
rious errors,  we  mud  hazard  various  conject- 
ures, before  ve  can  eftablilh  the  principles 
which  are  right.  Hence  in  modern"  times 
there  are  vrfionary  theorifls,  but  fo  far  are  they 
from  injuring  the  caufe  of  truth,  that  t'ley 
will  probably  accelerate  its  progrefs.  The 
cxiiL-r.ee  of  thefe  modern  doctrines  w  ill  ronfc 
the  i.ircntion  of  mankind.  The  civilized 
\t*c%ld  is  now  engaged  in  a  war  of  principles. 
Christianity  contends  with  inp.dility,  liberty 
with  defpotifm.  And  can  we  apprehend  in- 
jury to  the  caufe  of  truth,  of  virtue,  or  religi- 
on, from  fuel!  a  conteft  ?  Will  net  Chridim- 
ity  bear  the  tcfl  ;  Are  the  divine  truths  con- 
tained in  the  b'.blr,  contradicu>'rj>*|  the  no 
let.  divine  refult  of  reafon  ?  No  man  will 
dare  to  maintain  fuch  an  idea.  For  if  Chrif- 
tiSnity  be  of  divine  original,  the  efforts  o:  in- 
fidelity can  never  p-evail  againfl  it.  The 
more  violent  the  attack,  the  greater  degree  of 
light  and  truth  will  (nine  through  every  page 
of  the  facred  book. 

Another  caufe.  of  alarm  is  brought  into 
view;  Secret  focieties*  are  faid  to  be  formed 
for  the  exorefs  purpofe  of  propagating  thefe 
modern  doctrines.  A  conliderable  part  of  the 
philofop'ners  and  men  of  learning  in  Europe 
are  laid  to  have  formed  a  combination  calling 
therril'elves  Illuhin£es  for  the  overthrow 
of  all  religion,  government  and  fcieilcc. 

It  is  acknowledged  that  the  founders  of 
thefe  focieties  are  men  of  extenfive  fcience, 
it  is  acknowledged  that  many  of  thein  are 
the  mod  literary  characters  of  the  age. 
This  acknowledgement  would  be  fuffici.-nt  in 
the  minds  of  mod  men  to  refute  the  wivle 
account,  For  in  what  age  of  the  world  do  wc 
find  (earned  men  conlpire  for  the  dedruction 
of  fcience  ?  But  if  we  allow  that  fuch  foci- 
eties do  exilt  if  we  grant  the  molt  that  can  be 
poffibly  faid  yet  the  queftion  will  be  afked  how- 
will  they  effect  i.ieir  a.ligns? 

To  affirm  that  thefe  men  are  to  introduce 
mendrous  principles  without  any  weapons  but 
thole  of  reafon,  without  any  mode  of  gaining 
profelvtes  but  that  of  addrelPng  the  under- 
thnding,  would  be  at  once  contradictory  and 
abhird; 

For  in  the  whole  hiftory  of  man  we  find  not 
a  fingle  inftance  of  men  deluding  their  fellow 
men,  by  the  elrorts  of  reafon.  It  is  fuperdi- 
tion  or  fear  which  deludes  the  human  mind. 
As  long  as  thefe  illuminees  neither  pretend  to 
fupernatural  agency,  nor  terrify  the  mind  by 
means  of  fome  imaginary  deity,  as  long  as 
thev  ufe  intellectual  weapons,  the  very  inftru- 
mehts  by  which  truth  is  propagated,  it  is  im- 
poilible  that  they  fhould  become  dangerous  in 
this  enlightened  age.  When  we  view  the 
moral  doctrines  of  the  pre  "em  day,  and  eonli- 
der  the  ftate  of  mankind  and  the  means  of  com- 
municating knowledge  to  ail  ranks  of  men, 
even  the  lowed  peafairt,  we  are  in'ediftably 
forced  to  one  or  the  other  of  thefe  con- 
clusions, either  that  thefe  doctrine;  CanncH 
prevail,  or  that  they  are  far  lcfs  dangerous 


*  From  the  accounts  of  profeffor  Robinfon 
and  the  Abbe  Barruel,  it  is  highly  probable 
that  a  number  of  philanthropids,  in  France, 
in  Germany,  and  other  parts  of  Europe,  had 
formed  a  fecret  combination  to  deftrov  the 
eflablifhed  religion  and  government,  and  to 
introduce  a  fyftem  of  morality  foundedbn  the 
principles  of  narure  and  reafon.

M  By  the  law  qi  l'cnlat'i b'n  mail  a;  na- 
turally tends  to  make  himfelf  happy,  as  the 
flame  to  afrerd,  the 'do;'-e  to  gravitate,  or  the 
water  t»  gain  its  level."  We  can  adopt  er- 
rors oii'y  when  We  tire  too  ignorant  to  ditcem 
the cohfequfnres.  When  weareontheVrdgeof 
a  precipice,  if  we  fee  the  danger,  we  dial! 
avoid  it,  and  when  we  fee  the  error  of  French 
plnlolophy  we  (hall  reject  its  doctrines.  If 
we  entertain  f-ars  that  thefe  ductri  i«  w'd! 
prevail  in  this  enlightened  age  we  mud  con- 
fefs  that  mai.kind  are  not  poffeffed  of  reafon, 
or  that  tBefe  doctrines  contain  a  very  i onl'dc- 
rablt  degree  of  truth.  When  we  tell  men 
that  they  are  in  dagger  of  candidly  adopting 
an  error,  we  acknowledge  that  it  is  a  truth  ..nd 
notan  error  which  we  are  afraid  they  will  be- 
lieve, liy  fuch  a  oiuitict  do  we  not  in;ure 
the  very  cav.fe  we  v.  i'h  to  fnppon  ?

JOURNEY  TO  j ERUSALEM.  

From  a  late  London  Paper. 
Extracted  from  a  letter  written  by  a  gentle- 
men, late  of  GlaTglow,  to  his  father. 

At  t-n  o'clock,  A.M.  d'parted  from  the 
Grand  V  leer's  camp,  near  Jaffa,  '.vith  a  guard 
of  fix  Turks,  on  a  ioMey  to  Jerjf'alem. 
At  half  pad  ten  pafTed  th  ougiT  the  fmall 
village  of  Yoad.  Ahrnr.  twelve  arrived  at 
Ki:mh,  where  we  ftopped  ana  refrejh.-d  our- 
felveV,  arid  received  an  additional  ruard  cjf 
lix  Arabs.  Continued  our  journey  till  we 
arrived  at  an  Arab  village  named  Allobar, 
where  we  baited  onr  hort'es.  At  three,  P.  M. 
paffed  the  ruins  of  an  old  town,  called  Geba, 
formerly  a  town  belonging  to  the  Philidines. 
At  four  entered  the  palTes  that  lead  into  the 
mountain-:.  At  nine  arrived  at  a  village 
called  Filtltere,  where  we  baited,  and  about 
midnight  reached  the  gates  of  Jerulalem, 
which  were  fhuf. 

Jerufal.-m  is  fuu.itrd  on  an  exceeding  high 
hill,  like  an  amphitheatre,  and  is  furrounded 
by  mountains  of  very  difficult  accefs.  It  is 
encompjfi"  d  with  a  high  wall,  having  fquare 
towers,  about  30  feet  at'under,  ai-d  is  in  cir- 
cumference about  three  miles.  Three  o'clock 
A.  M.  had  leave  from  the  Pacha  for  the 
gates  to  be  opened  for  our  admiffion,  when 
we  were  conducted  to  the  Greek  conJent, 
and  retired  for  red. 

About  ten  we  waited  on  the  TurViOr  go- 
vernor, and  received  permiffion  to  vifit  the 
remark-able  places  mentioned  in  the  fcripturc. 
There  being  an  Engl'tffi  interpreter,  with  an 
Englidi  tranflation  of  the  Bible,  he  explained 
every  particular  place  as  we  paffed,  and  we 
particularly  found  that  the  defcription  of  the 
city,  as  mentioned  in  the  book  of  Neheiniah, 
w  js  very  corrrect.  We  rode  out  of  the  city 
to  Mount  Zion,  on  which,  further  to  trie 
eaftward,  dand;  a  handfome  1'urkilh  mofque, 
formerly  a  Chrifiian  convent,  and  which  is 
barHl  on  the  fpot  where  Chrid  ate  thtf 
paffover  with  h'.s  difciplej.  From  thencevwe 
defcended  into  the  valley  of  |eho(liag|lat,  at 
the  erttrinre  is  the  well  where  the  fick  and 
lame  were  healed  by  our  Saviour,  In  the 
valley  we  pafTed  ;lirough  two  large  caves  in 
the  rock,  in  which,  according  to  tradition,  the 
concubines  of  King  Soloman  nfed  to  dwell. 
A  little  to'  the  weft  ward  of  the  cave,  ia  the 
fepulrre  of  Zecharias  ;  and  a  few  paces  fur- 
ther is  the  fpot  on  which  the  temple  wa:  built  ; 


but- no  traces  of  the  building  at  prefent  exid, 
tho'tbey  Ihtw  a  vad  heap  of  rubbifh  near  the 
fpot  that  wcls  formerly  part  of  the  temple. 
Farther  to  the  eaflVafd  is  the  fepulchre  ol 
Midona.  From  this  place  we  afctnd  Mount 
Oiives,  at  the  foot  of  which  Judas  betrayed 
h:6  rri after.  At  the  top  of  the  Mount  is  the 
church  of  Afcenfion.  From  the  church  we 
were  fnewn  the  place  where  the  Apodles 
were  ii'tmg  and  walking  (St.  Luke,  chap. 
24,  ano-St.  John,  chap.  10)  when  Chrid  ap- 
appea'red  t  .  them  afti  r  his  reTurrection  ,%n?L 
whertethej  Rood  when  they  fan  him  irfimdj 
to  Heaven.  Wed  of  this  city,  about  a  mift 
are  two  Sepulchres  where  the  Kings  of  JudflL 
wcre  buried,  and  in  tliel'e  are  feveial  appart-  L 
merits,  about  fourteen  feet  fquare.  Thus  en-"f 
ded  the  fecoiiil  day. 

On  thhc  3d  day  we  went  from  Jerufalem  to 
Bethlthtm,  paffed  by  a  convent  at  fome  did- 
ance  to  the  wedward,  which  is  the  fpot  where 
the  ihgell  appeared  to  the  diepherds,  clofe  to 
which  is  the  ground  where  the  French  en- 
camped in  tbeir  firft  crufade,  when  they  inved- 
td  Jerufalemi  Soon  after,  we.  palled  the 
toinh  bf  Rathe',  where  Ramoth  Gillcad  for- 
mcily  flood,  and  which  is  about  one  mile 
ne  ith  of  Bethlehem.  At  Bethlehem  we  were 
conducted  to  a  convent  of  the  order  of  Fran- 
cifc&ns»hjpilt  on  the  fpot  where  the  wife  men 
of  the  calf  alTembled  to  make  their  offerings 
to  our  Saviour.  In  the  chapel  of  the  ccn- 
vent  is  the  I'pot  where  Chrid  was  born,  and 
the  place  where  the  manger  ftood  on  which 
he  was  laid.  After  this  we  were  fhe  .vn  the 
grctto  of  Jofeph,  and  many  other  facrcd  curi- 
olitiestoo  numerous  to  mention. 

There  is  a  final!  fepulchre  where  the  chil- 
dren that  were  flain  by  Herod  are  entombtaL: 
Iikewife  the  fepulchre  and  ftudy  otf  St*  Je\ ' 
Fomej    Fi-pm  Bethlehem  we  went  \tS  vlil* 
tkge  of  St.  John,  the  birth-place  of 
the  B?ptid,  where  there  is  a  conven 
very  handlbfiie  church,  erected  on 
handfome  lpot  where  he  was  born 
is  this  inferiptibh  Eic  Praecursor 
tut  Est. 

Seven  o'clock  we  returned  to  Jerufalem 
went  accompanied  by  one  of  the  monks  t< 
fee  the  church  cf  the  fepulchre,  built  by  He 
lena,  the  mother  of  the  eniptrbr  Confb'nti 
In  the  church  are  four  chapels  belonging 
the  Latin,  Greek,  Armenian,  and  Copic  ch 
thtl,  all  of  which  are  haridfomcly  orna-ien 
but  the  Armenian  moft  particularly  fo. 
the  church  is  the  fepulchre  where  our  S; 
but  was  buried,  with  a  (mail  dome  over  it,  ... 
fflhicb  dome  an  inimefe  number  Of  lamps  ajje 
cooftairtly   kept   burning.     We  were  "then 
ihewn    the  place  where  our   Saviour  was 
l<  curbed,  md  the  very  identical  pillar  of  done 
to  which  he  »a;  bound,  and  the  place  where 
the  crofs  was  concealed,  till  difcovered  by 
Helena,  and  the  hole  in  which  the  crofs  is 
faid  to  have  dood  at  the  crucifixion.  The

The  Turkilh  governor  refidet  in  a  drong 
houfe;  built  on  the  fpot  .vhere  Poncius  Pilajl 
had  a  bottfe.  In  the' evening,  after  being  r» 
galed  with  coffee  and  a  pipe,  took  Our  Irate  ot 
the  governor,  and  at  five  o'ciock  in  the 
morning  departed  with  our  guides  from  J«- 
rufalem,  and  arrived  at  Jaffa  in  the  evening, 
after  a  pleafant  ride.

The  refearches  into  th*\  country  have 
thrown  the  greated  light  upon  chronology, 
and  feem  to  confirm  the  Indian  calculation  of 
the  world's  age,  with  which  the  ancients  (He- 
rodotus excepted)  appear  to  bjm  been  igno- 
rant. General  DeHaix,  in  reducing  Upper 
Egypt,  has  difcovered  no  fef.  than  fix  monu- 
ments containing  zodiacs,  which  appear  evi- 
dently  to  have  formed  the  Egyptian  calander  : 
copies  and  mode-Is  of  which  have  been  taker, 
with  great  accuiacy.  They  appear  tc  have 
b'een  erected  fifteen  thotifand  years  bl  " 
Chrid,  when  the  vernal  equinox  was  in  tin 
balance,  all  the  figns  being  figurative  of  thi 
featbns  in  Egypt.    Under  the  bull  the 


was  ploughed  for  the  fpring  Corn.  Aquarius, 
crowned  with  lotus,  typified  the  inundations 
of  the  Nile.  If  this  ij  taken  for  the  fummcr 
folftice,  all  the  figns  will  correfpond  with  the 
feaTons  at  that  period  ;  by  this  means  too  the 
«geof  the  public  buildings  may  be  afcertained, 
becaufe  many  of  them  contain  their  calander, 
which  we  may  fuppofe  to  conform  to  the  fea- 
lons  when  a  building  was  erected,  fo  as  to 
ferve  as  a  monument  of  the  time  ;  of  this  it 
is  aiTerted  that  the  proofs  arc  numerous  and 
con.clufive.  %  this  mode  of  calculation  fome 
of  them  appear  to  have  been  f./unded  fix  thou- 
fand  years  before  Chrid,  which  is  more  extra- 
ordinary, as  the  oldeft  of  them  have  been 
built,  in  part,  of  the  ruins  of  lome  that  muft 
of  rnuife  have  been  many  ages  older,  fiuce 


fettling  on  the  Mifliffippi,  when  we  know 
how  difficult  it  will  be  to  lupply  a  colony  at 
any  conliderable  diffance  up  the  river  ?  That' 
for  a  great  length  of  time,  thofc  new  fettler* 
muff  be  unable  to  provide  fully  for  themfelves, 
and  theiefore  will  depend  much  upon  the  Wef- 
tcrn  States  ? 

From  the  drehgth  of  the  Union  at  large, 
and  bf  fome  of  the  dates  on  the  Wcdein  waters 
—the  refources  of  the  prefent  government  in 
men  and  arms,  ammunition  and  money — the 
facility  with  which  all  things  neceflary  may- 
be tranfported  down  the  river,  and  the  diffi- 
culty which  the  French  would  have  in  fend- 
ing troops  up,  either  by  land  or  water  the 

neceffity  which  the  new  fettlers  would  be  un- 
der for  a  long  time  to  cultivate  the  arts  of 
peace,  in  orc.cr  to  acquire  the  nectflaries  of 
life — their  ignorance  of  the  country,  and 
modes  of  warfare  in  a  land  covered  with  fo- 
rcll — the  want  of  inducement  to  attack  us, 
there  being  no  rich  nobles— or  rich  churches 
to  plunder — and  ladly,  that  the  inducement 
to  vifit  Mexico,  on  thofc,  and  many  other  ac- 
counts, are  fo  much  greater,  than  to  attack 
the  hardy  inhabitants  of  the  Weftern  wateis, 
for  barren  laurels — that  I  think  we  may  fafely 
red  for  theprsfent  generation  without  difturb- 
ing  our  repoi'e,  by  vilionary  fears,  conjured  up 
by  certain  lerfons,  for  political  purpofes  only, 
and  void  of  any  real  weight. 

Let  us  fuppofe  the  French  engaged  in  fett- 
ling the  territory  of  Louifiana,  and  that  they 
can  land  on  the  fhoresof  the  Miffiffippi  20,000 
perfons  per  annum  (a  great  emigration  indeed, 
and  fuch  as  is  no  way  probable  will  take 
place)  of  thefe  not  more  than  5,000  can  be 
I'uppofed  fit  to  bear  arms — and  of  thole  fit  to 
bear  arms,  not  one  fourth  could  be  fpared  for 
any djftant  expedition,  while  their  families 
would  be  left  behind  to  llarve.  But  admit 
their  foldiery  to  increafe  5,000  per  annum, 
how  diort  would  this  be  of  the  increafe  of 
the  population  of  the  Wedern  dates,  efpeci- 
ally,  when  we  add  to  the  natural  progreffion 
the  great  number  of  foreigners  who  land  on 
our  fhores  and  yearly  fettle  beyond  the  Al- 
leghany. Let  us  reflect  alfo,  that  there  was 
a  time  when  the  all-powerful  kingdom  ol 
Great  Britain  attacked  us--wnen  our  popula- 
tion was  not  half  its  prefent  number--when 
e  had  no  money  but  old  lags,  no  arms  or  am- 
unition,  or  experience,  and  yet  what  was 
relolt  1  It  is  known  to  the  world. 
And  II, .11  we  new  fear  the  attack  of  any  fo- 
when  we  «re  in  pefieffien  of  e- 
file  tor  defence  ?
